S.O. 99(E)—In exercise of th> powers conferred by sub-section (I) of Section 3 of Ur Handlooms (Reservation of Articlesfor Pro¬ 
duction) Act, 1985 (22 of 1985), the Central Government being satisfied after considering the recommendations made to it by the 
Advisory Committee that it is necessary so to do for th: prot ction and development of the handloom industry, hereby directs that 
on and from the 31st day of March, 1986, th- articles o r class of articles specified in the table below shall be reserved for 
exclusive production by handlooms,namely

the shoulders without any tailoring process which is also jointly characteised by the

(i) woven with the designs with wo en borders including those woven with jac¬ 
quards ; 

(ii) using any type of woollen yarn, worsted yarn or blended yarn or in combination 
thereof;

22. Woollen Tweed : It is a piece of fabric woven by 100 % pure woollen yarn for making coats, jackets, 

and dress material which is also jointly characterised by the following :— 

(ij It is produced with 7 NM to 9 NM count in warp and weft; 

(ii) it is produced in arty length and width; 

(iii) it is produced in checks or stripe designs; and 

(iv) it is produced in twill weave.
